Having  held  this  noble  and  honored 
position  for  approximately  one  week  we 
feel  thoroughly  enough  versed  in  carrying 
out  the  responsibilities  and  cares  of  alumni 
to  advise  others  who  have  not  yet  at- 
tained such  a  high  position  in  the  affairs  of 
the  world.  We  feel  strongly  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  explain  the  pitfalls  of  a  new  alum- 
nus and  to  advise  as  to  a  proper  method 
of  avoiding  them. 

It  is  a  common  failing  for  the  graduate 
to  hold  the  fond  belief  that  all  his  cares 
and  worries  are  over  when  the  diploma 
passes  into  his  hands,  but  any  one  of  the 
big  five  who  are  remaining  in  school  now 
for  the  current  College  Board  Exams  will 
tell  you  that  the  precipices  and  pitfalls  of 
this  cruel  world  are  not  all  overcome  for 
a  week.  We  all  feel  sure  however  that  if 
these  exams  are  ever  over  the  rest  of  the 
world  will  be  a  veritable  path  of  roses. 
Indeed  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  so. 

It  is  a  great  lowering  of  dignity  to  re- 
main in  the  same  rooms,  to  eat  at  the  same 
tables,  to  study  the  same  books,  after  hav- 
ing attained  the  noble  position  of  alumnus, 
as  we  did  in  our  schoolboy  days.  Never 
let  that  bother  you  however.  Carry  on  as 
nearly  in  the  same  old  way  as  possible.  It 
looks  much  better  to  the  casual  looker-on 
to  see  a  display  of  democracy  in  dealing 
with  under-graduates  rather  than  the  expres- 
sion of  one's  true  feelings.
